PluG-c.-ured  stocks  were  at  the  lowest  point  for  July  1   since  1939  and  dropped 
6  percent  from  July  1,    19^^,     Holdings  of  this  tobacco  totaled  9^^,199,000  po\ind;. 
as  compared  vjith  1,005,132,000  pounds  on  the  same  date  a  year  ago.     This  decrease
